HINTS ON THE CULTURE 


Plant in full exposure to the sun in soil thoroughly and deeply worked and 
well enriched, six to eight inches deep, in rows four feet apart and from two 


to three feet apart in the rows, but always the latter distance if finest speci- 
mens of bloom are desired. 


Cultivate often and deeply at first, but stir the soil to the depth of one 
or two inches only when plants commence to bloom, Stir it often, however, 
and never allow the surface to become hard. 


During a very dry period it may be beneficial to give the plants water; but 
we believe that it is more often the case that artificial watering of this and 
other plants is harmful rather than’ helpful, in that it is generally so insuffi- 
ciently done. Water thoroughly or not at all. Constant stirring of the sur- 
face soil will go a long way toward.supplying the necessary moisture, in that 
it will prevent the escape of what is already there. 


As soon as the shoots appear remove all but the strongest one and pinch 
off that, which will cause it to branch at the surface of the ground. This not 
only concentrates the strength of the root in this shoot but removes all of 
those first imperfect flowers common to some varieties, and also makes ‘a 


strong bushy growth, thereby obviating to some extent the necessity of 
staking.

Some brief remarks as to Situation, Soil, Planting, Pruning, Pro- 
tection in Winter, and Insects: 

Situation—A sheltered place from north 
free circulation of air, with plenty of sun. 

Soil—Deep loam; the rose is a gross feeder and requires a liberal 
supply of farmyard manure, together with Vaughan’s RKosegrower 
Bonemeal at the rate of two pounds to the square yard, and in 
heavy soils good drainage. Roses will not grow in sand or wet, 
stagnant soil. 

Planting—April and October are best for dormant stock, and May 
for pot-grown stock. The soil should be comparatively dry and 
loose. Dig a good, large, deep hole, spread roots out evenly over 
bottom, hold the plant when filling in the soil and shake Hghtly 
so that the soil will set evenly about the roots. When the hole is 
half full of soil, tread firmly with the foot. 

Pruning—Contrary to common opinion pruning is one of the main 
aids to success in rose-growing and should be done in March. First 
select a few strong, well-ripened shoots, the number depending on 
size and age of plant. All the short, premature ripened wood should 
be cut clean away, together with all the old weakly shoots, leaving

ABOUT PRUNING 


When trees are dug in the nursery, a portion of the 
roots are broken or cut off and the balance that existed 
in the structure of the tree is deranged. It is there 


fore necessary that the branches be pruned Fruit 
trees from 5 to 7 ft. in height usually have clear stems 
varying from 3 to 5 ft., with the branches forming a 
head. The branches must all be cut back to within 
three or four buds of their base. All broken or bruised 
roots must be cut off smoothly to the sound wood. In 
case of larger trees the pruning must be in proportion

Alfalfa once established is such a profitable crop that every farmer can afford 
to take great pains to obtain a stand. So much has been written concerning the 
high feeding value of this crop, its wonderful yields and fertilizing value to the 
land, it would be wasted time and space to go into details. 

In the Bastern and North Central states there have been a great many failures in 
efforts to establish Alfalfa; however, with increasing knowledge of its needs, we 
find more successful plantings each year and it is safe to prophesy that within 
twenty years there will be a good sized field on nearly every farm. Farmers who 
have not tried the crop should begin with a small experiment and gradually in- 
crease the acreage. 

Methods of planting vary greatly. In the East spring sowing has not been gener- 
ally successful as weeds start earlier than Alfalfa, win the race and spoil the stand. 
A suceessful method has been to manure the alfalfa field in winter or early spring 
and harrow it with a disk. Harrow as early as possible. Let a plowing follow and 
afterwards disk at regular intervals. Disking is practiced to keep down weeds 
and to prevent hardening of the ground. After a thorough cultivation and harrow- 
ing, about the last of July, broadcast the seed about 20 lbs. to the acre. Harrow 
it in one inch. Do not sow on wet, acid or poor soils.
